STABBED IN THEATRE CROWD. 


Moving-Picture Electrician “Attacked 
Yor Ejecting Disturbers of His Show. 


Stabbed seven times by a man who had 
threatened’ to “get even” for his é¢ject- 
ment from a moving-picture theatre at 
130- Essex. Street, Julius Markowitz, an 
electrician, was taken to Gouverneur Hos- 
pital last night. On Saturday night there 
was a disturbatce in the theatre, and 
seven Men were ejected. 
|, —darkowitz opened-- the -doors “of 
house aftér the tarly everiing perform: 
“ance last might..to let the audience of 200 
persons Ss Obt....As the ‘crowd surged 
16 the istrest,” a “thick-set. man, wearing 
a dark brown suit and a cap pulled over 
his ¢yes, caught. hold of Markowitz, and 
exclaiming “Now I'vé got you!”. drew a 
knife and plunged the six-inch blade again 
and again-into the electrician’s back and 
left shoulder. 

Joseph Friedlander, the cashier of the 
theatre, who was sitting in the ticket 
box, saw the ‘assault and seized the man 
who had done the stabbing. Friedlander 
“attempted to drag the man from Marko- 
witz, but the «man threatened him with 
the knife, and as he fell back. the assail- 
ant fled, crossing the street, where six 
men had évidently beén waiting for him 
When he joined them they ran down Hs- 
sex Street. 

The assault “caused much éxcitement 
and the -cries of the outgoing audience 
attracted the attention of Policerfian Ma- 
honey of the Fifth Street Statoin. He as- 
sisted Friedlander to stanch the flow 6f 
blood from Markowit2's wounds until the 
arrival of Dr. Reeves of Gouverneur Hos- 
pital. 

Detectives were seeking last night for 
the electrician's assailant. It was said at 
the. hospital. that Markowitz might dic. 
His home is at 150 Goerck Street.

WASHINGTON, May 30.—Urged by his 


with the Rodsevelt forces in the State 
Conveiition there next Tuesday, Presi- 
dent Taft pot only refused, but took the 
action of wiring to his political manager 
in Ohio to make no Gompromiise. No sug- 
gestion of compromise has come from the 
Roosevelt men. The suggestion came 
from Senator Burton, 
who is slated to be Temporary Chairman 
of the State Convention. 

tor Burton yesterday went to the 
President and represented to him the ad- 
visability of compromise, .He pointed 
out that there’ was a State ticket and a 
Legislature t6 be elected, and that the 
time had come to save the State, if pos- 
sible, by arriving at some sort of-agree- 
ment with the Roosevélt crowd. He sug- 
gested dividing the six délegates at large 
evenly; giving Taft and Roosevelt three 
éach. 

The President made the same answer 
that he has to men from other States 
who advanced similar. suggestions for the 
sake of saving their State tickets.. He 
said that he was in this fight to win or 
lose, and that.he expected his friends to 
do the same. If they must go down to 
defeat, let them go; but they must not 
compromise. That was the position he 
himself was taking, and he expected no 
less Of his supporters, who had less at 
stake than himself. 

Sénator Burton argued with him a long 
time, but-in vain. ‘The Senator’s position 
was the weaker because he could not give 
the President any assurances that the 
Roosevelt forces would consent to a com- 
promise, but if he had it would have 
made no difference—the President would 
have stood out just the same. 

To-day the President became uneasy 
lest Senator Burton, despite Mr. Taft's 
decision, should tndertake to engineer @ 
compromise, or lest Manager Vorys or 
some other Taft leader in Ohio should be 
étiginéering some compromise movement 
similar to that suggested to him by the 
Senator. So, to prevent any such danger, 
hé telegraphed Vorys as follows: 

“T hope my friends will not congider 
for a moment #e buggestion of a compro- 


ae the State Convention. 2 She 

Ynvobved are not necessary to my nomina- 
tion. I cét-stand their Joss, and am con- 
tent to. be beaten in Ohio, ‘but I cannot 
slela any votes by agreémént. The pfin- 
¢Ciplés that we represent are .too impor- 
tant to the country to lose anything by 
our voluntary concession, I hope, there- 
fore, that you and my friends will press 
the contest to the end in the State Con- 
vention.” 

This telegram was designed to head 
Vorys: off in case he was considering any 
compromi!se idea; and to make Mr. Taft's 
own position as clear as he had made 
it to Burton. He is determined that he 
has staked his all on this fight, so must 
the State leaders who have embarked on 
it with him, They must not scuttle out 
and leave him “holding the bag.” 

Besides, the President believes he can 
hold ‘the State Convention. He thinks he 
has a majority of ten votes. His friends 
are not so sure, and they are conoérned 
largely about saving the State ticket. 

The President is particularly anxious to 
win out in the Ohio State Convention, He 
wants to go into the National Convention 
with part of his State behind him, despite 
his defeat in the primaries, 

The Ohio Converition assumes special 
importance from the fact that the Taft 
and Roosevelt National platforms will 
there confront each other—at least, the 
platform to be presented at the Ohib Con- 
vention by the Taft men will be a draft 
or an embryo of that to be presented at 
Chicago. It is being drawn up under the 
President's own. supervision, and when 
compléted will represent his ideas of what 
should bé adopted in the National Con- 
vention, subject to those changes which 
always. become necessaryin a conflict in 
the Committe. on Resolutions. 

He vants his own State to present his 
¢wn platform. -If Ohio gots to Chicago 
With a Roosevelt platform it. will be the 
severest blow he has yet received. He is 
determined that if possible this indignity 
shall be avérted. The Roosevelt forces 
are as keenly alive to the importance of 
this situation as is the President, and, 
therefore, the fight over the platform at 
Cohimbus ‘en Tuesday will be a batile 
royal, which \will overshadow even the 
question of who wins the delegates at 
large. 

Ii was reported to-night that the Presi- 
dent had decided on Warren G. Harding 
of Ohio to Present his name at Chicagu. 
Harding was the last man defeated for 
Governor by Judson Harmon, who ob- 
tained 100,000 majority over him at the

Motor Car Hits’a Telegraph Pole 
In Hoffman Boulevard 
Early This Morning. 


SURVIVORS. KEEP SILENT 


Refuse to Tell the Polite How. the 
Accident Happened—Motor 
Car Wrecked. 


One man was killed and five injured at 
2:30. o'clock: this morning, when an auio- 
mobile in which they were riding in Hoff- 
man Roulevard on the way to the Queens- 
borough Bridge, ran into a telegraph pole. 
James Eagan, 21 years old, whose address 
the police had not obtained earty this 
morning, was the man killed. Frank Lar- 
kin of 9 Hast Forty-ninth Street, Manhat- 
tan, John Cravan of 63 Van-Lam Street, 
the , Bronx, Edward Dougherty of 944 
Sixth Avenue, and Leonard Fitzpatrick 
of 93 West Dighty-fourth Street,: were 
taken to St. John's Hospital, Long Island 
City.. They suffered bruises and cuts, but 
none of them was seriously injured. 

William MéNulty of 232 Hast Thirty- 
second Street, was.taken to St. Mary’s 
hospital in Jamaica, He suffered concus- 
sion of the brain and. internal injuries. 
His recovery, the doctors say, is doubtful. 

There were also in the auto, Miss Mamie 
Kohen, of 188 West Thirty-sixth Street, 
Manhattan, Hazel Smith, of 437 ‘West 
Twenty-fifth Street, Betty Campbell, of 
437 West Twenty-fifth Street, and Henry 
Conway, of 159 East Sixtieth Street, All 
of Manhattan.

RUINED FEDERAL SAFES. 


Oklahoma tron Worker May. Have 
Sought to Avenge McNamaras.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla, May 30.— 
Damage to the extent of $2,000 was done 
to the steel safes on the second floor of 
the new Federal Building on Ttiesday 
hight or Wednesday morning, and Chief 
of Police William Tilghman and Chief De- 
tective Charles C. Post arrested George J. 
Blank, a structural steel. worker, who 
came here a week ago from St. Louis 
to help install the safes. 

No motive for the act is known, but 
some believe it was done by a person in 
sympathy with Clarence C. Darrow, now 
on trial at Los Angeles, and who is angry 
with the United States Government for 
the attitude it has assumed in the prose- 
cution of the McNamarasg.

Hampton's Magazine, which since Jast 
‘October has béen issued by a company 
organized after the failure. of the con- 
solidation of the first Hampton's and the, 
Columbian Magasine, has quit the field 
and suspended publication for good. At a 
recent meeting of the Directors of the) 
New Hampton Publishing Company, of 
which A. Gordon Murray, formerly re- 
ceiver for the bankrupt consolidated | com- 
pany, was President, it was decided to 
Pay the obligations of the company out 
of the capital on hand.and ask for a re- 
ceiver in dissolution: 

In the two’ companies which now pass 
eut of existence $2,687,000 was invested 
by stockholders, all over the country, and 
for this there is now nothing to show. - Un- 
der the reorgahization last October, Judge 
Holt appointed Mr. Murray receiver; and 
it was his intention to rehabilitate the 
company, i¢ possible, and give the stock- 
holders a chance, at least, to recover some 
of their money. 

An asSessnient of 10 per cent: was or- 
dered, and it was expected to raise about 
$250,000 with which to cerry on the Néw 
Hampton's, Only $87,000 was raised, how- 
ever, and with this the new. company: has 
carried 6n the magazine with William W. 
Young as editor. At the last Directors’ 
Meeting it. was found that there was no 
Money left to continue. It waa decided 
not to publish the June ‘issue, which had 
been ready for thé printer. The literary 
property now on hand, it was said yester- 
day, has been paid for, and all the debts 
ofthe company will be paid.

BARNES EXPLAINS HIS STAND. 


Fights Roosevelt Not for Himself, but 
to Save Our Government, He Says. 


To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

In your news article to-day you state 

that-'Mr. Barnes is fighting for his po- 
litical life.”” That is a mistake. I have 
no political life to fight for, except in so 
far as my political life may be — to 
the Republican party and to the Nation. 
I resigned from the State Committee in 
October, 1910, after eighteen years of ser- 
vice, with the intention of organizing @ 
movement of earnest and sincere Repubil- 
cans: who would not be frightened by any 
temporary situation, but would devote 
their energies to the education of the eleo- 
torate on the great constitutional ques- 
tions which I knew would” become in- 
volved in the coming Presidential contest. 
The sudden resignation of Mr. Prentice ag 
Chairman of the State Comimittee.brought 
about a movement within that committee 
for my ‘re-election as a member of it—my 
place in the-Albany-Schenectady district 
never having been filled—and of my se- 
lection as Chairman of the Committee: 

With persona¥ reluctance, I gave’ up my 
plan “of organizing outside of the organi- 
zation and accepted the Chairmanship in 
the belief that I could do more good for 
the cause in which I believed, inside of 
tlie regular party organization, than out- 
side of. it. Members of the ‘committee and 
I beliéved at that time that Mr, Roosevelt 
would be.a candidate for President upon 
a platform which would inyolve any kind 
of delusion which ne might believe to be 
popular enough to get votes on. 

I was re-elected Chairman of the com- 
mittee last March by a unanimous vote, 
with the full understanding ‘that the Re- 
publican.

Katherine Wright came forward with

‘They were the 
first men really to honor the Wrights, 
and asked for an option’ on the French 
atent rights and made glowing prom- 
ses aS to the reports that they would 
make to their backers. 

Méantime Octave Chanute had gone to 
France with a gic-lantern lecture 
meant to attract aftention to the World's 

then being planned for St. Louis. 

his pictures. were many scenes of 

right brothers in flight. They 

showed everything about the machine 

that a picture could shew, and Chanute 

described in his lecture the manner in 

which the boys controlled their machine 

in’ the air and told how successful they 
were with it.

their “experiments"’ were founded upon 
the: work of predecessors” in Germany. 
But they»>failed to sweep -aside nt 
that Chanute had described the right 
inventions. 

The Patent Office officials called to 
their assistance an old law that declared 
no patent valid for any device whose nat- 
ure had been made public by. the inventor, 
or become public in any manner, be- 
fore the application for a patent. . And 
on that slender ground the Wrights were 
ruled out and forced to appeal to the 
higher courts,: where their. claims now 
await adjudication. 

On the Wright finances the Chanute 
lecture had a- blighting effect: The 
Frenchnien cut off all negotiations and 
allowed their.option on the Wright patents 
to run out. 

Wilbur then went -to France. The 
French fliers were tipping ‘over at every 
a and smashing their machines. 

fibur in France and Orville in Amer- 
ica made flights in the same week. Or- 
ville won permission to make tests at Fort 
Myer, under the eg fe supervision. 
Wilbur gained a hearing from the Frénch 
and pitched his camp.at Auvours. Orville 
ell and young.

The French company decided that after 
ell there was a good deal more in the 
Wright machines than had been divulged 
th h the photographs. They offered 
again the price for paptent:rights that had 
been. allowed to lapse the year before 
and Wilbur received a sum sufficient to 
put the Wrights on a safe operative basis.

Graduate of Wright's First School 
Tells of His Sterling Character. 


Frank Coffyn, who was a graduate of 
Wilbur Wright's first school in aviation, 
reeeived a telegram yesterday from Or- 
ville Wright announcing Wilbur’s death. 
Coffyn -was just preparing to fly his 
hydro-aeroplane from the Battery. to Sea 
Gate when the telegram arrived. He 
made ‘the trip and continued to fly 
throughout the day. He said last night 
he would go at once to Dayton.to attend 
Wilbur Wright’s Yuneral. * 

“ Wilbur Wis so much more than an 
ordinary man, that the ordinary measures 
never could be made to fit nim and so he 
lived to the end without the slightest 
public recognition of his real claracter. 
He fought infringers of his vatents; 
that looked like commercialism. ~ And yet 
he was the least commercial of all the 
men I know. He believed fervently it 
was his duty, and the duty of-his broth- 
er, to hand the aeroplane over. to the 
world in the best possible form it could 
be made to assume. 

“If he was silent at times, it was because 
he was in a position similar to that which 
Peary faced in regard to Dr.-Cook. To 
speak at all, with honesty, would: have 
meant that he must name the aviatorial 
Dr. Cooks*+ who were about him. And 
some of them ‘the world was accepting 
as great heroes.’

Since 1903, helped by 
his brother Orville, above the sands of 
North Carolina he had experimented 
with the first mechanical bird, entire- 
ly conceived by his own mind; had 
built its wings, invented the motor 
that gave it artificial life, making it 
obey his will.

The Value of the Output In This 
Country increased $47,709,000 
In Five Years. 


The increasing consumption of candy in 
this country continués to be the subject 
of comment in the medical publications. 
It'is genérally agreed that its food value 
is beyond dispute and that it has a thera- 
peutic use in.certain forms of’ heart dis- 
ease. The absence of fat, it seems, is 
an indication ‘that children should not 
partake of it in unlimited quantities, al- 
though the only danger ‘from eating it 
lies"in the fact that it is often adulterated. 

The New York Medical Journal, ‘com- 
menting editorially on candy eating, says: 

“It. is quite probable that candy used 
to be denied to children largely because 
they liked {t so well. The Puritanical idea 
that anything Very pleasant must be 
wrong was loig a dominant factor in the 
modeling of our diets and in the conduct 
of our lives. hey are dangerous guides, 
the feelings,’ Ig the Victorian formulation 
of the same idea. Happily for the chil- 
dréh, and for many adults as well, we are 
coming to look with a little less suspicion 
upon our feelings and desires; we trust 
more to nature and to nature's indica- 
tions. The universality of the taste for 
Sweets cannot but be regarded as an 
indication of their probable dietetic value 


except to the mind which still looks with 
suspicion upon all pleasurable sensations. 


Taste for Sweets Growing. 


“That this taste for sweets is growing, 
or at least being given rein to a greater 
extent, is clearly shown by a recent cen- 
sus report, from which we. learn that in 
the five years between 1904 and 1909 


there has been an increase of $47,709,000 
in the value of the candy: produced in 
the United Statés. This gain of 55 per 
cent. Guring a period in whieh the pop- 
ulation has grown probably not ‘more 
than 8 per cent. shows an astonishing 
growth in the per capita consumption of 
candy. ‘This increase. is due, perhaps, 
primarily to the increased’ wealth of the 
community, but has undoubtedly been 
influenced in no small measure ~ by “the 
change in the attitude of the medical 
profession toward the matter of the con- 
sum tion of candy 

s has. been Treviisly pointed ont 
in. these columns, the direct beneficial 
effects of feeding sugar in certain kinds 
of heart disease seems to have been con- 
clusively demonstrated ve. the observa- 
tions of Dr. Goalston ang Sir James Saw- 
hg? While their observations published 
n the British Medical Journal for. March 
18, 1911, and April 1, 1911, or geen f 
noted in the New York Medical Journa 
refer to sugar, their conclusions would 
probably apply equally well to pure and 
wholesome candies. Nor does the pres- 
ence of glucose in ¢andy militate against 
its digestibility or value, except in- cer- 
tain morbid conditions. 


Glucose Better for Dyspeptics. 


“In fact, it has been pointed out by 
Prof. Robert Hutchinson, in his work, 
‘Food and ‘Dietetics,’ that ‘in the cases 
of dyspeptics the superiority of glucose 
for guch patients over ordinary cane sugar 
cannot be too strongly insisted upon.’ This 
superiority is due to the fact that glucose 
is less prone to fermentation in the 
stomach than cane sugar, and that cane 
sugar must itself be converted into glu- 
cose in the process of digestion before 
assimilation. In giving ucose instead 
of cane sugar, one step in digestion is 
saved to the digestive apparatus. 

“The drawback in permitting the child 
to eat unlimited caridy lies in the absence 
of fat. If the parent is warned to intro- 
duce et wupatities of the carbo- 
hydrates insisting upon the use of 
butter or y Is. in the diet the child may 
generally eat pure candy without detri- 
ment, and even with distinct advantage. 
The development of the candy. industry 
disclosed by this census report indicates 
that. the medical profession and the public 
as well are coming to realize and act 
upon these facts. 

“The sole. dangers of candy eating lie 
in adulteration, which is still practiced te 
some: extent in States where there is no 
prohibitive legislation, or where such is 
not enforced. Such substances have been 
found as lead and potassium chromates, 
tin, and coal tar products like Martius 
yellow, dinitrocresol, and dinitrosdresor- 
sinol, all of which are used to impart 
brilliant and attractive color. .The use 
of terra alba, contrary to popular sus- 
picion, is yery rare. ommon sense wil) 
eventually put a stop to all food adul- 
teration; meanwhile the candy lover may 
confine ‘his palate to confections of mod- 
est hue or to those marketed under hon- 
orable names;"

Every one’ of these schemes has been 
defeated by the vigilance and energy of 
public-spirited Citizens. By ‘the .same 
means the Wrich-paver scheme will bo 
defeated.

\ HE “TASK OF ITALY. 

The remarkable. article contributed 
to Tue TrmEs by the. Baron di 
San SEVERINO, setting forth what Italy 
is Going and aiming to do in Tripoli- 
tania, gives precisely the kind of in- 
formation that is most useful and least 
accessible at this time. It throws 
much Hght on two._matters that have 
been mor€ or less misunderstood, the 
spirit in which Itaiy has undertaken 
her task in North Africa and the*ad- 
vantages which her).Government ex- 
pects both to gain and to confer in 
that region. 

It is’plain that the. Government had 
uséd modern methods of investigation 
and study before embarking on its en- 
terprise, and had assured itself of a 
reasonable certaint? of .the practica- 
bility ‘of developing profitably~ the re- 
Sources of the country. The. Baron di 
San SEVERING makes detailed state- 
ments in this connection, which, though 
inconsistent with the prevailing im- 
pression, are ‘entitled to respect. 
Whether the expectations of his Gov- 
ernment shall be realizéd’or not, it is 
to be conceded that they are based on 
eareful inquiry, and that Italy is try- 
ing to redlize them with energy, skill, 
and persistence. Two facts especially 
stand out. Ifthe available supply of 
water for irrigation be what the Baron 
finds’ it, and if the Italian Govern- 
ment can solve the problem of sanita- 
tion, as he believes it can, the possl- 
bilities are very great in ‘Tripolitania. 

The military and political situation, 
however, remains unsatisfactory. It is 
not easy to see how Italy can do any- 
thing in the neighborhood of Tripoli 
that will even tend strongly to force 
Turkey to surrender its claim to sov- 
ereignty. _And though the seizure cf 
the ‘Turkish islands in the Aegean puts 
into the hands of Italy. something to 
“trade with” when the time ‘or final 
bargaining shall come, it does not 
necessarily bring that time any nearer. 
The “war” bids fair to drag on for a 
long while, with great expense to Italy 
and relatively little to Turkey;. unliss 
the European Powers can find a means 
‘of intervention.. Of that there is at 
present no sign.

The striking of raitway.trains by light- 
ning, if it ever occurred, has been ex- 
tremely rare, That in itself justifies 
doubt. «In the next place, if lightning did 
strike a‘ locomotive, which is most-un- 
likely, while the “ bolt * might kill or in- 
jure men riding on it, there is no reason 
for thinking that the electric discharge 
would seriously affect either the locomo- 
tive itself. or ‘the rails on which it was 
running. Both are excellent conductors 
and the contact between them is nearly 
perfect. 

There is no question that lightning did 
strike close to this locomotive: just as it 
left the track, and the crash of thunder 
was deafening to those stood near. 
But there is nothing in these, circum- 
stances to prove that the lightning and 
the derailment were related as cause and 
effect. They’ may have been’ merely 
synchronous, and the true explanation of 
the accident-be any one of the hundred 
that account for railway wrecks. 

In few places during a thunderstorrh is 
one safer than on a railway train or @ 
trolley car. Among»the few are buildings 
of steel framework construction; in none 
of which. has any one ever yet been in- 
jured by lightning, and this in’ spite. of 
the fact that most of these buildings. are 
of more than ordinary height and that 
their - wooden flagstaffs have been hit 
dozens and dozens-of times. Trolley. cars 

often have a fuse burn-oyt by lightning, 
and when that happens. it is sufficiently 
disturbing to sensitive nerves, but the 
danger to passengers is so slight as to be 
negligible.

Dyspeptic Student Lived ‘$Ix Months 
on it Without Water. 


To. the Editor of The New York ‘Times: 

my experience throw. a ray of 
light on the proper or ‘diet of impe- 
cunious studefts. During: my last year in col- 
lege I lived from about Ney, 10 till June 1 
on @ diet composed exclusively - ‘of. graham 
bread and raw apples—no milk, nO butter, ‘no 
anything ‘but bread and -apples. The experi- 
ment ‘may be called accidentcl. I had been 
boarding and was dyspeptlo; it seemed prob- 
able that I would be wmableé*to pay for my 
board much’ longer; I had Thoved into a room 
where there was half a hushel of apples, and. 
I made the trial hardly expecting that I 
could stand -it more than a day or two. I 
stood “It seven months and, moreover, found 
it palatable, and I was no longer dyspeptic. 
When I had Itved on this diet: two months f 
unexpectedly was put in’ a position which 
brought me twice as much money as my ex- 
penses had ever been—and required me to do 
@ man’s work besides keeping up with ‘my 
studies. But this change in circumstances 
Never tempted me to change my diet. I 
Was quite satistied with !t,..and I berate 
dia more work than ever before. 

The advantage of this diet over that sak 
other students who “ boarded . themseives ”’ 
was that it requiréd no preparation and was 
perfectly cleanly. My ““kitchen utensils ’’ con- 
sisted of a knife. I consumed one loaf—a two- 
pound loaf, I suppose—every day, and half a 
bushel of apples lasted me*exactly six days. 
I couldn't make it last @ week. 

I am aware now that this diet was grossly 
imperfect because of ,a total lack of fats, 
but I was not at the time able to detect any 
evil effects from it, and I. have contrived to 
live fifty-two years since with apparently a 
sound body and what has passed for & sane 
intellect.. What work of genius I might have 
produced had I been ‘better fed at the time 
must forever remain unknown. ; 

If circumstances required it, I would not 
hesitate to_resort to this diet again, rein‘torced 
by milk and butter, though perhaps the raw 
apples would be harder of digestion to the 
stomach of 74 than to that of 22. ; 

Another fact in this'éxperience may lilustrate 
what has been said lately concerning absti- 
nence from water, When this diet began I 
provided a pitcher of drinking water, which 
was set where it was usually. out of. sight. 
Three weeks later I found that same water 
covered with dust. -I had drunk no fluid what- 
ever for three weeks and didn’t know it... But

John Kennedy, a broker, of 74 Broaa- 
way, who livés in Palisade Avenue, near 
254th Street, Riverdale, and his engineer, / 
Benjamin Jacobson, saved their lives yes- 
terday afternoon by leaping overboard 
into- the Hudson from Mr. Kennedy’s 
burning yacht, the “Rane. ‘The yacht, 
whiclt!_was new, was burned to the water- 
line, and drifted ashore’ neat Edgewater, 
on the New Jersey gide of the river. 

K;. Wath of © 214° Woodwood Avenue, 
Yonkers, who was on the river in a power 
dory, picked-up Kennedy and Jacobson, 
who were burned: about the face and 
arms’ fighting the flames before their 
leap into the river. Wath took the mem 
ashore at’ Riverdale Station, where their 
injuries were treated by a surgeon, They 
then went to Mr. Kennedy's estate. 

The Rane,. which was fifty-five feet 
long and ten feet in beam, was.a total 
loss: It was her first trip of the sea- 
son. Mr;> Kennedy had planned to take 
his family for a jaunt on “4 river later 
in the afternoon, and had "the Rane out 
tuning Op her machinery.. He was at the 
wheel, while. Jacobson was below. in the 
stern of the boat, tending the engine. _No 
one else was a d. 

When the Rane was halg a mile from 
the New Jersey shore, headed south, after 
being out about thirty minutes, Jacobson 
rushed up from the cabin-with his shirt 

ablaze, shouting: 

“The engine room is afire! "’ 

Mr.- Kennedy set the helm straight for 
the New edn shore, and then ran back 
to. assist Jacobson in an attempt to ex- 
tinguish the fire. As they heaved the 
contents of chemical fire ‘extinguishers 
on the oil» blaze their -clothes became 
‘ ignitgd, and they tore off their garments 
to continue their efforts ..to check the 
tire. 

The dense black smoke from the burn- 
ing ofl attracted the attention of persons 
on’ shore and. of other motor-boat men on 
the river. Several. of’.the craft on. the 
river headed toward the Rane to come 
to the assistance of its crew. Mr. Wath 
was the nearest when the smoke from 
the Rane became visible. The smoke 
drove the two.men from the cabin, and 
they leaped overboard to escape the con- 
sequences of the sakigiSapes explosion of 
the Rane’s gasoline 

Their leap into the river came only a 
few..momerits before the explosion. The 
entire rear superstructure of the Rane 
was wrecked by it. The burning gasoline 
spread all over the handsome woodwork 
of the craft, and in a moment.the whole 
yacht was in a blaze and a great -pillar 
of smoke mounted to the top.of the Pali- 
antiet, visible-for miles up and down the 


we being brought ashore Mr. Kennedy 
said that’ his loss from the fire yould 
probably be $12,000. He added: 

“It was a narrow escape, and 4

Engineer Jacobson attributed the fire 
to a fault in the ignition apparatus.
